Relentless Attack 


To: The Editor, 
The Chronicle, 


Sir, 


I was greatly interested in your 
leading article of 8th. October, 1948, 
and in the case you put forward for a 
more cheerful approach to the future 
of hunting. The chief threat to 
hunting here, as in America, is taxa- 
tion, and the full effects of Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps’ capital levy have, per- 
haps, yet to be fully revealed. 

Hunting is still being relentlessly 
and skillfully attacked by the op- 
ponents of blood sports, but much of 
the sting has been taken from their 
arguments by the recent decision of 
the National Farmers’ Union of- 
ficially to second the efforts to pre- 
serve the sport made by the British 
Field Sports Society. There can be 
no doubt that the increasing part 
taken in the administration of hunt- 
ing by farmers is by far the best 
augury for the future. In provin- 
cial packs a large proportion of the 
field always has consisted of far- 
mers, and it still does. But now, 
even in the Shires, many farmers and 
their families hunt regularly, and, 
for the first time in the history of 
the Quorn Hunt, one of the three 
joint Masters is a farmer. 

It is typical of the British charac- 
ter that, before the ever increasing 
effect of taxation grew so obvious, 
before the full import of the attacks 
made on the sport were fully rea- 
lised, many hunting people predicted 
a gloomy future. But now that the 
battle has been carried to them, 
there is a new, fiercely determined 
attitude that no one is going to stop 
them hunting.

New York’s 65th National Horse Show 





Broad Jump and General Camacho’s Mexican 
Trophy New Features At Garden As 
3 Teams Compete In Military Events 





There have been plenty of shows 
since the ring was cleared following 
the National Horse Show last Novem- 
ber but when one arrived on the 
scene this year, it was just as though 
there had been no lapse of time. 
Horses were in the ring, exhibitors 
and spectators were grouped around 
on the outside and while the judges 
were different, the set up was so 
much the same that it was hard to 
realize that many things had hap- 
pened at Madison Square Garden 
since last year as the 65th National 
Horse Show opened in New York 
City on November 2, the end of 
which would be on November 9. 

The orange and black colors of 
the show were draped around the 
balconies and on the band and press 
stands while the flags of the United 
States, Canada, Mexico and France 
were hung from the rafters and were 
draped on both sides of the Eighth 
Avenue end of the ring. It might 
be said that offically the show open- 
ed Tuesday morning at 11:30 a. m. 
with the open jumpers’ elimination 
for the class to be held that after- 
noon. Formally the show opened 
Tuesday evening with the internat- 
ional military teams parading and 
General Jonathan M. Wainright re- 


Missing from the Mexican Army 
Team line-up was the veteran 18 
year-old Resorte which had been 
injured during the vanning trip 
from Harrisburg. 

There was no lack of horses at the 
Garden and over 100 horses were 
turned down due to lack of space. 
Stabling facilities at the Garden had 
to be supplemented with over 75 
horses staying at Squadron A Arm- 
ory and vanning back and fourth 
for their classes. The open jumper 
and the working hunter divisions 
were practically filled to overflow- 
ing but also in the larger classes 
were the juniors with their events 
on Saturday and Sunday. The jud- 
ges had no easy job trying to make 
selections when the ring was full and 
they finally threw in the towel for 
the junior hack class and judged it 
in two groups, putting the winning 
groups together for a 3rd judging 
before the winners were announced.

Sampson’s Hellzapoppin the only 
ones entering the finals with no 
faults. After the first round there 
was one horse with only 1-2 fault, 
Mr. Fout’s much talked about Golden 
Chance. If there was one horse at 
the Garden which failed to get excit- 
ed about anything, it was this little 
buckskin mare. Completing the 
course in her own inimitable man- 
ner, she nosed out 11-year-old Spun- 
ky Fiser and Reckless who had 1 
fault. 

Mr. Nardin’s Trader Bedford 
wasn’t in the final round of ribbons 
but during the season the black 
gelding had amassed 192 points and 
the tri-color went back to his tack- 
room. In for reserve with 158 
points was Sun Beau. Owner Nardin 
and Rider Johnny Bell led Trader 
Bedford in for the silver and ribbon 
while George Braun, who had rid- 
den Sun Beau throughout the year, 
led the chestnut gelding in for re- 
serve honors. 

Forty-seven junior riders came 
into the ring Sunday morning for 
the eliminations of the A. S. P. C. A. 
Horsemanship Event for 1948, The 
Maclay Trophy. Out of this number 
15 were selected to enter the finals 
that afternoon and parents, suppor- 
ters and just plain spectators were 
lined up to watch the results. Miss 
Nancy Clapp didn’t get a chance in 
the finals as her horse swerved, 
threw a couple of hard bucks under 
his rider and the young lady hit the 
ground.

ceiving the salute. Mexico and 
Canada were represented last year 
but this year marked the return of 
the French Army Team after a 12 
years’ absence. As the anthems of 
the countries were played, there 
was scarsely a person who didn’t 
look often at the officer carrying the 
American flag—no team of four was 
in the arena to represent the United 
States, the team was disbanded fol- 
lowing the Dublin Horse Show. 
Following the Pennsylvania Nat- 
ional Horse Show at Harrisburg, Pa., 
the three teams had their next 
scheduled appearance for the Nat- 
ional Horse Show, to be followed 
by the Royal Winter Fair at Toron- 
to, Canada. After the brilliant 
showing of the Mexican Army Team 
at the Olympics and then at the 
Pennsylvania National, everyone 
thought that the whole international 
Military card at the Garden would 
be swept by that team.

Designed by Gen- 
eral Avila Camacho before he be- 
came president of Mexico, the trophy 
consists of a red cedar box atop of 
which is a 9”’ sphere in solid silver, 
with the Aztec calendar which was 
in use in Mexico before the arrival 
of the Spanish conquistadores. The 
motifs engraved in the silver pieces 
covering the boxes are symbols de- 
scribing in pre-Colombian Indian 
dialects the history of the Aztec, 
Mayan and other Mexican tribes.

Bonny, well cared for and ridden )y 
Jeanne and Joan Mellin, was the out- 
standing pony of the show. She won 
the hack tri-color based 25 per cent 
on points won throughout the show 
and 75 per cent on performance in 
the final class, open to first and sec- 
ond place winners in that division. 
Bonny had to compete in this class 
because it was called before the 
hunter final and the show rule is 
that a pony can win only one cham- 
pionship, even if he is eligible for 
both. Bonny earned more than a suf- 
ficient number of points to step 
away with the blue, red, and yellow 
rosette for the owner-ridden pony 
winning the most points that day. 
Then the Mellins and Bonny became 
the proud owners of the Pony Show 
Perpetual Challenge Trophy, award- 
ed to the holder of the largest grand 
total of ribbons throughout the en- 
tire show. These honors speak for 
themselves and are a tremendous 
achievement for Jeane, Joan, and 
Bonny. 

Another predominant pony was 
the hunter champion, Junior.

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15 kilograms (33 lbs.). It was en- 
graved under General Avila Cama- 
cho’s personal supervision by Mex- 
ico jewelers. 

Thursday evening the Garden re- 
sounded with boos from the crowd 
during the $250 touch and out. Con- 
ditions called for slip fillets on the 
jumps but with round poles, it was 
impossible to use them. Rumor had 
it that the judges had said their 
eyes were good enough without the 
use of the slip fillets and then people 
settled back. A most complicated 
course was laid out and when one 
rider entered the ring, having re- 
ceived the wrong instructions about 
the course, he was sent out and the 
crowd thought he had been blown 
out. Everything broke loose and 
from then on it was dog eat dog. 
When another rider was blown out 
for stopping forward motion, it was 
rough. The only entry to reach the 
last jump was the entry of the W. 
H. Sampsons’, Hi-Ho Silver, and he 
was blown out on that jump. This 
was the entry which had come into 
the ring previously but as Announ- 
cer Trowbridge said, ‘‘He had learn- 
ed his geography”’. 

Last year at the Garden there was 
an aged chestnut gelding on the 
Mexican Army Team which was one 
of the highlights of the show. Fol- 
lowing the Harrisburg show this 
season, he was hurt while vanning to 
the Garden and was not seen at the 
show until Friday evening when The 
West Point Challenge Trophy class 
was held. Before his round, France 
was leading with no faults on the 
French Army Horse Show Team’s 
Saboulard, ridden by Capt. Max Fres- 
son. Then Col. Mariles came into 
the ring and it was the same old 
Resorte, cantering slowly, jumping 
well and completing the course with 
no faults in .82 7-10, a second faster 
than Sabolard. 

Resorte really came into his own 
in the $1,000 International Military 
Stake on Sunday evening and out of 
20 entries, there was only one clean 
performance, Col. Mariles on Re- 
sorte. The 18-year-old gelding had 
won his 19th blue ribbon at the 
Garden and he now faces retirement 
in his native country, Mexico. 

Maryland juniors really arrived 
in force and took over the classes to 
a great extent. After a slow get 
off, Master Teddy Lecarpentier got 
Easter Hal straightened out and 
when the final points were added, 
Easter Hal was pony champion with 
11 points while Master Denny 
Haight’s Deuce had 10 points. The 
latter pony was ridden by both his 
owner and by Miss Betty Haight. 
Miss Haight was in the saddle when 
Deuce topped the pony open jum- 


The judges had 69 entries to judge 
in the working hunter, to be ridden 
by juniors and the youngsters hand- 
led the course like veterans. There 
were some spills and horses or pon- 
ies blown out for refusals, but taken 
as a whole, they were good. When 
the top performers were called into 
the ring, the horse show committee 
recognized the fact that the ponies 
should not have been in there. Miss 
Jackie Ewing and Moonbeam were 
excused. The young Pennsylvania 
rider, Miss Diedre Hanna and her 
Darling B. had an excellent round 
to capture the blue and that even- 
ing, the ponies with the best per- 
formances were called into the ring 
and Miss Ewing’s Moonbeam re- 
ceived the blue. 

Usually when there is an exhibit- 
ion at a show it begins to wear a 
little thin before the end of a 6 or 
8-day grind. There was no chance 
of this happening during the Nation- 
al as one never knew just what 
would happen next. One of the ex- 
hibitions. Major Gabriel Gracida of 
the Mexican Army, entertained young 
and old alike with his charro riding. 
Dressed in his gray Mexican cos- 
tume complete with a wide brimmed 
sombrero, Major Gracida would en- 
ter the ring at a gallop on his 
Thoroughbred Kamcia. One day he 
would have Kamcia perform like a 
dressage horse and then change 
quickly to the trick horse variety 
but no one ever knew whether the 
horse would have a bridle on or off. 
He did just as well without as with. 
The final trick was to have a groonr 
lead the horse to the 8th avenue en- 
trance while Major Gracida went to 
the other end of the ring. Whistl- 
ing to Kamcia, the Major would hold 
out his lariat and the horse would 
gallop across the ring, put his head 
into the loop and the show was over. 
Just to be different, sometimes he 
would circle the Major before mak- 
ing his debut. 

The musical ride of the- Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police was really 
enjoyaple. Dressed in their tradit- 
ional scarlet coats, blue breeches and 
tan wide brimmed hats, they carried 
regular cavalry lances to which their 
regimental colors were attached. 
Their intricate drill was really tops 
and even one afternoon when the 32 
horses galloped down across the 
ring in two squadrons and two horses 
turned too sharply, throwing their 
riders, one horse went along with 
the rest and joined the line up. He 
didn’t need a rider. 

During an early class of the show, 
one owner-rider relaxed a little too 
much over Course K and missed the 
white gate. Mooning over the acci- 
dent that night, he said he felt sure 
that his horse would not have anoth- 
er such round to that point again. 
He missed out on his guess, as the 
horse, not only won a blue, but pick- 
ed up other ribbons.

Then came the $1,000 working 
hunter stake. The points were close 
and the leaders were in the final 
lineup. Mrs. John Kehoe, Jr. had the 
winner, in her rapidly moving little 
gray gelding while Goldwick whose 
rider was keeping a close watch 
on the white gate, was 2nd. 
In the preliminary, the judges liked 
the way Goldwick hacked, and anoth- 
er blue went to him and the total 
points won, 18, put him on top for 
the tri-color. Reserve honors were 
garnered by that many times cham- 
pion Miss Betty Baldwin, on Brandy- 
wine. 

Tuesday morning, the open jump- 
ers went into the eliminations for 
the $2,000 open jumping stake, to 
be held that evening. It was rather 
disappointing when the 20 were sel- 
ected as the lowest number of faults 
was three, with the top ones at 14 
1-2. Again the points were close, and 
after the first round, Tuesday even- 
ing’ Sterling Smith Stables’ Sun 
Beau and Happy Landing were tied 
for first. In the jump-off, Sun Beau 
showed his old form to leave the 
ring with 2 1-2 faults which put 
Happy Landing 2nd. Way down in 
sixth place, jumping off for that 
position was this year’s P. H. £ 
champion Trader Bedford. He may 
have been a bit off his form early, 
but in the jump-off for the last rib- 
bon, he completed @he course with 
just one fault, the best of the class. 
The consistent jumper, Velvet Lassie 
was 3rd in the stake class, but the 
points earned put her at the top of 
the open jumper division with 20 
points, four points ahead of runner- 
up Sun Beau. 

With only one more championship 
to be decided, there was no doubt 
that the Virginia horses had really 
given everyone a run for his money. 
Of course, it is the finish which 
counts but, they were well up all the 
way. Of interest, was the fact that 
Llangollen Farms’ hunter sire, Bonne 
Nuit, had 8 of his progeny at the 
show, Yankee Doodle, Bonne Fille, 
Party Miss, Carry Me Back, Tanabh- 
merah Sombrero. Night Flight and 
Flamingo, not a bad representation. 

There wasn’t a horse among the 
hunter and jumpers which took over 
a long lead for the championships 
and held it. In the young division, 
entries were brought in for the $500 
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young hunter stake on Tuesday 
afternoon and unless there was a 
terrific upset the winner would be 
the champion. This proved to be the 
case when Stuart Lanham rode 
Joseph A. Hale’s Glen Erin to top 
the class with Morton W. Smith’s 
Rain Slicker in for a close 2nd, The 
preliminary championship was not 
held in this division so the tri-color 
was pinned on Glen Erin with 12 
points, and the reserve on Llangol- 
len Farms’ Adventure with 11 1-2 
points, Mrs. E. Cooper Person rode 
the chestnut gelding in this division 
while Miss Ellie Wood Keith was 
up in the conformation classes. 

The 8rd event of the $1,250 
knock-down-and-out event was over 
the same course as the touch-and-out 
which stirred up such a commotion 
early in the show. The 42 entries 
bounced over the course with 13 go- 
ing clean. Out of the 13, five sur- 
vived the jump-off, and then, Mrs. 
Thomas’ Velvet Lassie, Chester Bon- 
ham up, and Mrs. E. Clarke Bailey’s 
Pabst Brew were the only ones left. 
Velvet Lassie again went smoothly 
and evenly and the ribbon went to 
her Tackroom. For that one class 
alone, she had to jump 44 fences, 
including the eliminations. 

In the $1,250 knock-down-and-out 
final, Velvet Lassie stoud alone for 
first with 10 points, while Sterling 
Smith Stables’ Sun Peau and Mor- 
ton W. Smith’s Request were tied 
for 2nd. A coin tossed fell in favor 
of the former. 

Just 1-2 a point separated Llan-

Hight of the fire 
departments in Fairfax County were 
represented by these long-eared en- 
tries. A white mule blazed the trail 
in a very orderly and persistent man- 
ner while one or two of the laggards 
pulled all of the tricks characteris- 
tically known to that animal. 

On the serious side, however the 
show enjoyed its greatest number 
of conformation horses. Mrs. Amory 
Lawrence’s Highlander, 1946 cham- 
pion hunter at McLean, succeeded in 
pulling a repeat. Highlander did not 
compete at the 1947 McLean show. 
He bested Miss Ewe Prime’s Eve’s 
Star, 1947 McLean champion hunter, 
although the latter took top honors 
in the working hunter championship. 

Mrs. Jane Pohl Rust’s Fitzrada, 
a four-legged jumpin’ gentleman if 
there ever was one, came through 
by a wide margin as champion jump- 
er. In doing so the owner had the 
very satisfactory accomplishment of 
retiring the beautiful challenge 
trophy of the McLean Volunteer Fire 
Department, which had been extant 
beginning 1944. The extraordinary 
feat, however, was the owner’s three 
annual successive wins with the 
same horse. 

The only other event of unusual

Ever since hounds came out into 
open country in mid-October after a 
month or so of profitable early cub- 
bing on the mountain behind the 
kennels, they’ve been displaying 
such an ardent enthusiasm for find- 
ing and pursuing strong running 
foxes that the usual cubbing season 
is in name only. In fact things came 
to such a pass that on October 16 
an astonished field in the charge of 
Mr. Oliver Filley, Jr., acting Master 
in Mr. Robert Young’s absence found 
themselves in pursuit of a new 
quarry. A startled deer burst out of 
Mrs. Plunket Stewart’s Cattacue pro- 
perty and set sail for the Blue Ridge 
Mountains. When the smoke cleared 
huntsman Leach, whip Kenneth Em- 
brey, Mr. Filley Jr., and Tom Kirby 
finally caught up with the pack on 
Mr. Colin McLeod’s farm close to 
Upperville, where they made their 
first loss. A rather frightened farm- 
er on Dr. Randolph’s Grafton gave 
a potent description of an animal 
with “no tail, but legs and horns”! 


To return to fox hunting, on Octo- 
ber 18th hounds met at Pyke Stable 
and a field of some 30 odd ran for 
an hour and forty minutes in two 
big circles with one short check all 
over Mr. R. E. McConnell’s Chadwell 
farm, Mr. Harold Talbott’s, Mr. 
Ernest Redmona’s and iir. Harry 
Hatcher’s, where hounds were whip- 
ped off with some difficulty, to pre- 
serve that fox for another day. 


On October 23rd a good sized field 
assembled at Mr. Fredrick Prince’s 
and as a starter had 35 minutes 
from Whitney’s Mountain across the 
Princes’ and Mr. Van Alen’s and into 
Mr. Jay Phipp’s Brent farm where 
hounds lost. Short of breath but wil- 
ling the Field was then subjected to 
a rapid fifteen minute run around 
Duncan’s Mountains and adjacent 
territory and a grey went to ground 
on Major Murray’s. By that time 
even the keenest hunter young or old 
had settled into some sort of sobrie- 
ty. A brief interlude of some 20 
minutes ensued and then out popped 
another rugged fox from Mark Glass- 
cock’s Lake Woods. He made a bee- 
line across open country to the Mar- 
shall-Rectortown road by Mr. Le- 
gard’s, then doubled back and breez- 
ed off in a straight line over the 
Lake place onto Edward Altemus’ 
up Whitney’s Mountain down over 
Mr. Prentice Porter’s onto Mrs. Van 
Alen’s, Princes and into the corn 
field on the Brent place where 
hounds lost. A small and _ pretty 
breathless group was’ unearthed 


after the steam subsided and after 
some gasping comments about the 
evils of nicotine and general unfit- 
ness a day was called. 


October 25th was a short day but 
a merry one. Hounds met at Mrs. 
Plunket Stewart’s at 9 A. M. ana 
after five minutes they picked up a 
fox and ran him over perfect country 
for an hour and ten minutes. All over 
the Oliver Filley’s, Jr.’s Oliver 
Smith’s and back onto the Filleys 
where there was a brief check. 
Hounds picked up the line again in 
the Bluebird property and straight- 
ened him out over the lovely Plun- 
ket Stewart’s pastures and onto Mrs. 
Hamilton’s rolling Byrneley farm 
where he hastily and wisely went to 
ground. In view of the warm weath- 
er and delicate state of fitness of 
the Field it seemed a good idea to 
call it a day. 

October 30th the meet was at 
Neal’s Corner and the Field had 
hardiy settled in the saddle before 
hounds opened up in the’ Brent 
Woods, roared through the length of 
them and it was a fifty-five minute 
tour of the William Osbornes, the 
Fletcher Harpers, Mrs. Marie 
Moore’s, Robert Youngs and then 
back across to the Brent place and 
lost it on Mr. Jay Phipp’s Neal Farm. 
A suspended breather gave everyone 
a chance to cool out. We ambled 
through Duncan’s Mountain and the 
Lake place and then just before the 
Field succumbed to gentle autumnal 
sunshine, hounds galvanized into 
music and action we high-tailed it 
from Whitneys and through’ the 
Frederick Prince, Mrs. Van Alen’s 
the Brent place and to ground on 
the Neal farm. A proper 20 minute 
dash to finish up the day. 

November's official hunting will 
have to go a bit to live up to “‘cub- 
bing’’ season. 
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Fifty-five Minutes 
With Metamora’s 
Pack In Michigan

Foxes are well conditioned in the 
North country of the Metamora 
Hunt. Only a bold and fit resident 
would scorn the sheltering wooded 
hills and bottoms for the’ open hill 
top pasture lands. In the rugged, 
steep and rocky country that the 
glaciers forgot to level, a fox can 
pick an easy way home, but on Wed- 
nesday, October 27, the gentleman 
that was started so quickly wanted 
to try out those 6 couples of hounds 
—and he did. 


The start was made within ten 
minutes after leaving the Frischkorn 
barnyard and it was 55 minutes 
later before the horses had a chance 
to get a breather and a slow cooling 
out. Headed South out of a wooded 
cover Charlie kept a steady course 
at 180 degrees for nearly two miles 
before he turned West for a mile 
and a half into a swampy woods. To 
wear down the pack, he maneuvered 
in the small woods, not larger than 
an acre or two, for about seven 
minutes before he retraced his 
course back Bast and North. The 
swamp was bound in by wire so the 
Field got a small breather. When he 
headed East and North he went at 
the same steeplechase speed that he 
set coming down, ran clear to and 
through his starting cover, then 
turned back South at the same speed 
once more. Horses were lathered 
and needed a touch of heel now and 
then to keep in touch. 


On the second trip South still at 
speed and across the galloping hill 
pasture lands Charlie’s tail was 
down. After a mile or so he remem: 
bered an earth he had scorned twice 
before and slipped in only 100 yards 
ahead of the lead hounds. 


A rough check of the run added 
up to some eight to nine miles, de- 
pending on the course one took. 
There was close to 45 minutes of

galloping with only the one small 
check, and it has been subtracted. 
The starting Field of 18 was reduced 
to 8 that went the distance, but only; 
two hounds were missing and they 
had split off to another fox soon 
after the start. The afternoon was 
hot, close to 70, and sunny. No one 
expected such a work out and so it 
goes in fox hunting. The best comes 
up so unexpectedly.

It was farmers’ day Saturday, 
October 30, at Woodley, home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Graham Dougherty, near 
Berryville, Va., in an outing spon- 
sored by the Blue Ridge Hunt for 
the landowners and tenants over 
whose land the Hunt rides. 

Billed as a hunter trial, the pro- 
gram offered something novel in the 
way of entertainment and staged a 
coon-dog trial and two heavydraft 
races. While the crowd of several 
hundred watched the events run off 
from a hillside seated on apple pick- 
ing boxes, the one main interest of 
the farmers and the tenants was the 
dog trial. One gathered that a farm- 
er has as much interest in a hound 
as any foxhunter—only it’s a dif- 
ferent preed of dog. 

They even had a method of getting 
around Governor Tuck’s ban on 
bookies, by offering each dog at 
auction with the successful bidders 
reaping the benefits of all money 
going into the pool from each dog 
in the race. You could buy the 
hound of your choice for first or 
second line, or first or second tree, 
depending of course, whether you 
throught your hound would be first 
or second to reach a given line on 
the trail, or first or second at the 
tree to give tongue. 

The Tipperary Stables of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Prestage of White Post 
swept the hunter trials winning two 
of the three divisions, and it was 
their Dragman, winner of the heavy- 
weight class, who was pinned cham. 
pion of the trials. His stablemate, 
A-1, was first in the lightweights 
and was accorded the reserve. The 
Tipperary Stables were also credited 
with a second and a third in the 
middleweights, being beaten out by 
Mrs. George P. Greenhalgh’s Freck- 
les, with Mrs. Billy Greenhalgh up. 
Hugh Gentry was aboaré on both 
Dragman and A-1. 

Dragman displayed an even hunt- 
ing pace and way of going. seldom 
seen so early in the season to take 
the heavyweight honors from a field 
of four horses negotiating the mile

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New York Season Closes With 15% Tax 
Weighing Heavily On Profit Side of 
Ledger As Betting Drops Off

By the time these notes have made 
their way through the mails, the New 
York season will have been complet- 
ed. As a‘financial proposition it re- 
presented a considerable fall from 
last year, and, of course, a much 
more considerable one from the 
1945 peak. Without going too deep- 
ly into statistics, this is the score: 

Jamaica began on a note of hope. 
You had to go back three percentage 
places to measure the drop in atten- 
dance, and betting was down only 
seven per cent. The only trouble 
was that this comparison wasn’t ac- 
curate, as this observer, and others, 
failed to realize at the time. In 1947 
Jamaica had a Spring and a Fall 
Meeting, and the 1948 meeting was 
compared with a combination of 
these. Compared to the Spring 1947 
meeting only, this year’s session was 
down five per cent in attendance, 
nearly 10 per cent in betting. Even 
so, it wasn’t too bad. 

Belmont’s first meeting was down 
Six per cent in attendance; fourteen 
per cent in betting. The comparison 
stands, because Belmont’s position 
in the calendar wasn’t changed 
much.

ped only one per cent in attendance, 
but thirteen per cent in betting. 

Saratoga-at-Jamaica fell three 
per cent in attendance, fourteen In 
betting. 

Upstate Saratoga was down three 
per cent in attendance, nine. per cent 
in betting. This was definitely en- 
couraging, because Saratoga seemed 
the weak spot, where a serious drop 
would imperil the meeting. Its bet- 
ting average dropped less than that 
of any other meeting in New York 
which had the same number of races 


_in both years. 


Back at Aqueduct, the drop in- 
creased. It was seventeen per cent in 
attendance, 22 per cent in betting. 
It was the first drop of the season 
which could be considered material- 
ly more serious than the general de- 
cline which was taking place else- 
where. Some of this was blamed on 
New Jersey competition, but the 
actual amount. was determined oy 
what the writer, in each case, was 
trying to prove. . 

Belmont’s second meeting. fell 12 
per cent in attendance, 15 per cent 
in betting. In the latter category, 
the drop was only one per cent more 


At Empire City, on which final 
figures are not available, the com- 
parison will be clouded by two 
things. Empire, like Jamaica, had 
two meetings in 1947, one long one 
this year. But most important is 
the fact that this year’s Empire 
City figures are based on eight races 
a day, where last year’s included only 
seven. With thirty days of a 37 day 
meeting accounted for, the 1948 
average is microscopically ahead, the 
amount being $2,444 a day, or .01 
per cent. That is, the extra race has 
just about offset -the drop. Chances 
are the final week will bring tne 
current average of $1,831,186 below 
the 1947 figure. 


What it all comes to, of course, is 
a drop in New York considerably 
greater than that at other major 
tracks, attributable to the 15 per 
cent take out. The extra race, as a 
shot in the arm, just about enabled 
the patient to maintain his condi- 
tion, and next Spring there will be 
further stimulation, through the 
daily double. But the weight is too 
heavy. Just as a 15 per cent take out 
will break a player quicker than 10 
per cent, so eight races a day will 
break him quicker than seven, and 
eight races and the double will break 
him quicker still. 


Understand, the horseplayer exists 
to pe broken. But the idea is to let 
him get fat over the winter, and eat 
it off through the season. It’s.a 
cinch he isn’t going to get any fat- 
ter than usual this winter, and the 
demands next year are going to be 
greater. By this time next year, if 
there are no other changes, the pic- 
ture is going to be materially worse. 


to building a new track, there won’t 
be anybody to put in it. 

The reason so much space has 
been given to figures is that there 
wasn’t much racing worth giving 
space to during Empire City’s next- 
to-last week. When Lithe, a *Phar- 
amond II filly from the fine produ- 
cer Alcibiades, won the Demolselle 
Stakes, it was a matter of gratifica- 
tion and $47,025 to her owner-breed- 
er, Hal Price Headley, but it wasn’t 
too much else. The second was Lady 
Dorimar, which Gaffery had beaten 
five lengths in the Selima. The third 
was Stole, which hadn’t beaten any- 
body except some maidens last June. 
Pail of Water had done well up to 
last July, but she hadn’t since, and 
outside of her nothing in the race 
had won more than one race. It 
seems rather odd that you can’t get 
better fillies than this for such a 
purse, but there it is. 


Phalanx’s race, in the Dainger- 
field Handicap, seemed to me a gen- 
uinely good one, but it didn’t have 
much in it, either. Here, however, a 
handicapper was involved as well as 
horses, and to carry 129 pounds and 
beat horses weighted down to 102 
pounds is a good job anytime, at a 
distance of two miles and a six- 
teenth. 

The Hirsch-trained entry, involv- 
ing Flying Missel (102), Natural 
(165), and Safe Arrival (108) was 
handled cleverly, and-it almost won. 
They went out, in the order named, 
and were allowed to spread them- 
selves: over about -. twenty-five 
lengths.--Presumably thte-idea was 
that, when anything came from be-

*Mahmoud Stallion Manipur From 
Joseph Roebling To Replace Boss Hoss

The other day I was around at 
a place at the right time—something 
that very seldom hapens to a re- 
porter. Most of the time a reporter 
gets on the scene after the impor- 
tant event has taken place and it’s 
his job to pick up the facts and piece 
them together after the happening 
has become history. 

In this particular instance I was 
out beating the gums with Joe Good- 
win, asking him what ever happened 
to Ky. Colonel after the Colonel had 
done so well at Keeneland on open- 
ing day. Joe started to tell me 
when we were interrupted by the 
radio informing us that it was time 
for the daily race results. So we 
both quieted down in due reverence 
and perked up our ears. 

The results were given for Rock- 
ingham, followed by Jamaica, after 
which the announcer gave the run- 
down on Churchill Downs. It hap- 
pened that Joe had a runer in the 
sixth at Louisville though the young- 
ster had been having all kinds of 
tough luck, going to the post at 
very long odds. The voice over the 
radio said: ‘“‘In the sixth race it was 
Fayette County, the winner, paying 
17.20, 7.20, and 6.60; Kosadus 
WHE ick” 

That was all we needed. ‘‘Wow!”’ 
Joe said. ‘‘Imagine that! Fayette 
County went Republican and won!” 
And that was the end of listening 
to the radio and the start of a few 
very hilarious moments. 

Now we know that the purse was 
a little old $2,500 and nothing to 
roll out the barrel about but it made 
Joe very happy. And the Daily 
Racing Form thought enough about 
it to run Joe’s picture on the front 
page the following day. 

Getting back to Ky. Colonel, he 
was unable to get into the Breeder’s 


Futurity on Oct. 23rd because ten 
days prior to that he had gotten 
tangled up in the starting gate some 
way and had skinned up one leg 
and cut his knee on another leg. 
He had fever in the knee for about 
five days and he’s just starting to 
come around to normal now. He got 
out of the gate all right and went 
on to win it but was a bad break 
for both .colt and owner. 

You see, big things were (and 
still are), expected of Ky. Colonel. 
The young man broke his maiden 
the very first time out. That was 
last April. Then on Derby Day 
at Churchill Downs he walked off 
with the Bashford Manor Stakes in 
the respectable time of 1:00: 1-5 on 
the very much off Derby track. 


The Joliet Stakes was the Col- 
onel’s next effort and he made a 
success of that one to hang up three 
in a row. There was another horse 
in that race, however, who did exact- 
ly as good as did the Colonel. I 
speak of Fred Hooper’s Olympia. A 
photo was taken of the finish and 
after serious deliberation by the 
judges they called it a draw for the 
win, one of the few times a dead 
heat was called for first during the 
entire year. The time for the five 
furlongs was :58: 1-5, a new track 
record. 

That draw seemed to cast a jinx on 
Ky. Colonel because, try as he might, 
he couldn’t get to the wire first in 
any of his subsequent outings and 
he was in quite a few. Among them 
were the Hyde Park Stakes, Primer 
Stakes, Arlington Futurity, Crest- 
wood Purse where he did manage 
a place, Prairie State Stakes, 
and the Hawthorne Juvenile Handi- 
cap. Then he won the Columbus 
day and was razor sharp for it, only 
to hurt his legs and have to be 


taken home for a rest cure. Ky. 
Colonel, by the way, was sired by 
Balladier out of Minstrelette. 


The Goodwin establishment, 
known as the Patchen Wilkes Farm, 
is located on the Winchester Pike 
some two miles outside of Lexington. 
It’s not a big place, as horse .farms 
go, but it manages to put ten or 
twelve horses under silks during the 
season. A large share of these are 
sired by Balladier, the very capable 
stallion who has headed up the 
Goodwin nursery for a good many 
years. Balladier is sixteen years 
old, by Black Toney out of Blue 
Warbler, by *North Star III; his 
offspring won 108 races on the 
tracks during 1947, bringing the 
owners slightly under three hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Until this year the Goodwin Stable 
has been pretty shy on winners but 
the situation is much brighter now. 
This year has been the most suc- 
cessful so far, dollar winnings 
amounting to over $150,000 and 
that’s not at all bad for a small 
string. 

Papa Redbird, a beautiful chest- 
nut colt by Balladier out of Taj Bibi 
by *Sickle, is responsible for a good 
share of the stables earnings. He 
started off by winning the Brook- 
field Purse over Beau Dandy and 
Woodford Sir. Next he beat Shy 
Guy and Bewitch in the Dick Welles 
Stakes. His drive to the wire nip- 
ped Shy Guy by a nose and won 
him $19,000. A week later Papa 
Redbird really hit his stride when 
he romped off with the Arlington 
Classic, winning by six lengths, 
showing the way home to the same 
Shy Guy as well as Better Self, My 
Request and others. That. trip 
rang up $66,600 in the cash box and 
Papa Redbird hadn’t pulled a muscle 
doing it either. 

Then there was Jack’s Jill, that 
old reliable campaigning mare by 
Jack High out of Minstrelette by 
*Royal Minstrel. She had a little 
over $93,000 in the back prior to 
this year and promptly pushed this 
figure over the hundred thousand 
mark by winning the first running 
of the Hawthorne Inaugural Handi- 
cap and taking a third in the Bever- 
ly Handicap. So she has now hung 
up her racing shoes and will hence- 
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forth concentrate on matronly duties. 

That sums up to three stakes 
stakes winner but of a total of a 
dozen runners and as _ percentages 
go that’s running it up there pretty 
high. And Joe is justifiably proud 
of the showing of his performers. 

But there’s an indication of even 
better things to come. Balladier is 
going to have a new right-hand 
man to assist him. The number two 
sire, Boss Hoss, is being replaced 
by Manipur, a five-year-old recently 
acquired from Mr. Joseph Roebling. 

Manipur boasts a very fancy pedi- 
gree. His sire is none other than 
the very formidable *Mahmoud. The 
top line from there up is fairly com- 
mon knowledge, stopping first at 
*Blenheim II, then at Blanford. 
Blanford, we might note in passing, 
is the first really great sire of the 
many that have graced the stables 
of the Aga Khan. 

Manipur’s dam, the thirteen-year- 
old Invoke, is a *Teddy mare out of 
Appeal. That *Teddy blood speaks 
pretty well for itself and a good 
share of it got on down into Invoke, 
judging fro mthe sons and daugh- 
ters she has sent out to the tracks. 
Among them we find Magellan by 
Discovery, Marble Arch by *Mah- 
moud, Invitation by Eight Thirty, 
and Mercy, her first foal. 

Manipur should be a real asset to 
the rolling paddocks of Patchen 
Wilkes. He'll have around 25 ser- 
vices next season and ten are taken 
already though his availability has 
not been publicly announced. His 
fee is $500 for a live foal. Incident 
ally, Balladier has a full book for 
749 and stands at $1,250. 

All in all the outlook for Mr. 
Goodwin is brighter than it has 
ever been. His many friends around 
the bluegrass area will be pulling 
for him next spring, especially if 
Ky. Colonel gets sharp enough to 
go the en furlongs for the roses.

Approval Ends Sportsman’s Season 





Woolford Farms’ 3-Year-Old Wins Two 
Close Victories At Chicago’s Half Miler 
As Horses Disperse To Winter Quarters

If you can stand for a bad pun 
this late in the season, Sportsman’s 
Park’s 12-day regular Fall meeting 
ended with Approval from Herb 
Woolf’s Woolford Farm, of Kansas 
City (on the Kansas side, across the 
state line from Jackson county, Mo., 
where the Pendergast machine flour- 
ished and where Harry Truman got 
his start in life and politics).

It was Approval with a 
“A”. Approval is a 3-year-old bay 
colt by Meeta out of Logical, by 
Insco. He carried the maroon and 


white polka dots of Woolford Farm 
to narrow, hard won victories in the 
two most important races of the 
2-week regular Autumn meeting at 
the Stickney half-miler. 

Mention of politics in these re- 
marks shows the influence of the 
national election campaign which 
finished practically in a dead-heat 
with the Illinois racing season. But 
just as the lame ducks of politics 
will hang on a little while longer, 
so will the Thoroughbred sport in 
Chicago. The final week is now 
in progress. It is being run at and 
by Sportsman’s Park, is sponsored 
by the Chicago Tribune, and its 
proceeds are devoted to charities 
supported by that newspaper. 

Just as he had lasted to beat Late 
Thread a nose in the 1 1-8 mile 
National Jockey Club Handicap on 
the previous Saturday, Approval 
hung on long enough to win the 7- 
furlong Flying Heels Handicap from 
Superwolf, 5, on Oct. 30. The two 
victories earned for him the current 
championship of this half-mile 
course. 

In the Flying Heels, Approval car- 


ried 113 pounds including his re- 
gular rider, Tommy Bates. Super- 
wolf had 105, Sir White, the third 
horse, 113, and Caillou Rouge, 


fourth, 116. The latter was favorite, 
as he had been in the earlier 9-fur- 
long event, in which he finished 
third. Completing the field in the 
Flying Heels were Pad Lock, 117; 
Countess In, Hypostyle, 112; Royal 
Chance, 109. 

Approval’s distinction, of course, 
is relative, but he is versatile as to 
distance and track conditions, and 
his record at 3 compares quite favor- 
ably with that of his more disting- 
uished stable-mate, Delegate, at the 
same age. Last year at 3 Delegate, 
also a son of Meada, won four of 13 
starts, earned $19,325. Approval 
has won five of 21 starts this year, 
earned $15,875 and has $20,545 for 
his first two years. Maeda, sire of 
these two, is a son of Pennant and 
Man o’War’s sister Masda, and 
stands at Woolf’s Kansas farm. 


Late Thread, 77-year-old chestnut 
mare by Pilate-Silver Thread, found 
it profitable to stick to her own 
game and not tackle Approval in a 
sprint. She won the 1 1-16 mile 
River Forest Handicap, carrying 116, 
beating Dobodura, 3 (103) a head, 
with Riot,-3 (103) 3rd, Free As Air, 
4 (116) 4th. The winner is owned 
and trained by J. L. Oglesby. A 
casualty in this race was the hard- 
hitting 9-year-old gelding, Bolus, 
who broke down. 


The exodus of Thoroughbreds 
from Chicago is progressing rapidly, 
in fact has been in progress for 
some time. Many who remained for 
the close of the Illinois season at 
Sportsman Park are going to Florida 
others to New Orleans, some _ to 
California and quite a number to 
home and boarding farms in Illin- 
ois, Kentucky and elsewhere.

Genancoke Capturing Pimlico’s Battleship

Luck was a major factor in the 
easy victory recorded by Sara Bos- 
ley Merryman’s Makorbreak in the 
two miles steeplechase event for 
maiden platers at Pimlico on Nov- 
ember 2. 

Despite jumping poorly most of 
the trip, Makorbreak enjoyed a big 
lead for the entire trip until ap- 
proaching the 15th and last jump 
when C. Mahlon Kline’s Pasture 
Rider, ridden by M. Farrell, came 
up very fast on the inside and seem- 
ed ready to go to the front. 

At this juncture, Pasture Rider’s 
saddle slipped and the gelding ran 
off the course to be eliminated. As 
the two were heading for the jump, 
it appeared that Jackie Bosley, on 
his sister’s Makorbreak, crowded 
Pasture Rider slightly. 

Of course, after these proceed- 
ings, Makorbreak went on to beat 
Alan M. Hirsh’s Ratcatcher, the 
favorite, eight lengths with Alvin 
Untermeyer’s Caidstone a_ length 
back in third place. Sanford Stud 
Farm’s Twenty-Six was fourth, 
another 15 lengths to the rear, and 
Mrs. Harry K. Hickey’s Glastofield 
was last.

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Some Comments From New England 





Jockeys Protest Excessive Fines Imposed 
By Stewards and Rockingham Park Asks 
For Additional Two Weeks of Racing

Two items of news emerged from 
New England during the period from 
Oct. 28th to Nov. 6th. which are 
worthy of comment. First of all 
the jockeys got all up in the air about 
what they termed “the excessive 
number of fines by the Stewards.” 
The other item is really a two part 
affair in which on the one hand B. 
A Dario of Lincoln Downs has asked 
the Rhode Island State Racing Com- 
mission for an additional two weeks 
of racing for the benefit of various 
Rhode Island charities and, on the 
other, Lou Smith of Rockingham 
Park has replied to queries from the 
press by stating that he will not ask 
for an extension of the Rockingham 
meeting, which ends Nov. 20th. 

Taking them in order, let’s con- 
sider the jockeys After a meeting 
of the jockeys, a representative of 
the Board of Stewards and the mana- 
gement, the riders were quite willing 
to settle for a closed conference be- 
tween Pat Kelley, the Jockey’s Guild 
secretary, and the Stewards, but Lee 
O’Donnell, spokesman for the Ste- 
wards, insisted on an open meeting 
with representatives of the riders, 
the management, horsemen’s organi- 
zations and the press. It ended in 
a vote of confidence in the Stewards 
by all who attended, including Kel- 
ley, representing the riders. 

The situation at Rockingham Park 
figured to end just the way it did 
when it started. It illustrated just 
why the constitution of the Jockey’s 
Guild has a clause insisting that no 
local group has a right to take act- 
ion in situations of this sort without 
the approval of the Secretary of the 
Jockey’s Guild, Pat Kelley, and a 
vote of the national board of direct- 
that organization. It was a 
situation which could have been 
avoided entirely. After it was all over 
nobody realized that more than the 
jockeys themselves. In fact, they 
were quite shamefaced. The incident 
at Rockingham Park served to illus- 
trate how a couple of hot-heads 
could jeopardize all of the good 
will the boys who founded The 
Jockey’s Guild have built up while 
earning the respect of racing offic- 
ials and track managements.

Commenting on the application 
for a two weeks extension by Lin- 
coln Downs, Eddie Hopkins, who 
represents the Boston Evening 
American at that track and is the 
only representative of a Boston paper 
on duty at that-oval, wrote, ‘‘Earlier 
in the year when objections were 
raised to the excessive number of 
racing dates granted by the com- 
mission, a prepared statement issued 
by that body clearly outlined a policy 
that would be adhered to in the fu- 
ture.

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said it would be in the best interests 
of racing if fewer days of racing 
were granted to all the tracks. It 
was stated then that such a policy 
would guide the granting of dates 
in another year. To okay the ex- 
tension asked by Lincoln Downs 
would be within the letter of the 
statement of policy issued by the 
commission, inasmuch as it did re- 
fer to “another year,’ but it would 
definitely be contrary to the pur- 
pose of the policy. If the commis- 
sion and the Governor were sincere 
in their avowal, to grant fewer dates 
to the Rhode Island tracks, for the 
good of the over all New England 
racing picture, this is an excellent 
opportunity to demonstrate it. 


Meanwhile, the Massachusetts 
Racing Commission has applied to 
the legislature to remove certain 
legal barriers which prevent it from 
granting Suffolk Downs more than 
90 racing days and granting dates 
during the period of the year when 
the fairs are operating. The com- 
mission pointed out that if these 
barriers were removed the Bay 
State tracks would be in a better 
position to do battle with the neigh- 
boring states of Rhode Island and 
New Hampsrire, which should give 
you some idea of what to expect 
when the track managers sit down 
to slice up the racing calendar for 
another year. 


It isn’t often that a newcomer te 
racing will see his colors carried to 
victory in a handicap event in his 
first year in the sport, but that pri- 
vilege was enjoyed by John Deven- 
ney, Boston contractor who races in 
the name of the Honeywell Farms 
Stable. Earlier in the year Devenney, 
who rebuilt the Narragansett Park 
racing strip a couple of years ago 
and is a stockholder in that track, 
bought several Whitney  castoffs 
including Dole and Mesmer, and 
gave them to Seven A. (Dutch) 
Nielson, a Dane who had some ex- 
perience as a steeplechase rider be- 
fore he turned to training horses 
for a living. Nielsen has done fair- 
ly well with the Honeywell horses, 
but hadn’t notched up a triumph 
in a stakes or handicap event until 
Mesmer accounted for the $7,500 
Daniel Webster Handicap on Satur- 
day, Nov. 6th., for his third straight 
victory at the méetifig. 


Devenny, incidentally, has a great 
affection for gray horses beeause 
not only are Dole and Mesmer grays; 
but he reached in last week at Rock- 
ingham and claimed the _ useful 
plater, Abbe’s First, because that 
horse was a gray. Mesmer is a 
three-year-old gelded son of Third 
Degree and Drowsy, she by Royal 
Minstrel who won only $350 as @ 
two-year-old last year while still 
remaining a maiden, Victory in thé 
Daniel Webster was his eighth of 
the year for Mesmer and the $4,500 
which was his end of the purse 
parleyed his earnings to $20,750.

Hunter and jumper. enthusiasts 
who didn’t feel the urge to expand 
their horse activities, to greener 
fields out of state, took on the two 
inland horse shows at Bakersfield 
and Fresno, Calif. The Kern County 
Fair, held at the fairgrounds at 
Bakersfield, presented its annual 
horse show Sept. 30 to Oct. 2. Two 
hunter and two jumper classes were 
offered in the 4-day affair and the 
judge of these divisions had a com- 
paratively limited field of conforma- 
tion hunters to score from. 

The ribbons were split between the 
Blakiston stables and the Rio Bravo 
string, with one of two one-horse 
owners making a bid for part of the 
glory. The Blakiston’s Yellow Sleev- 
es topped the field in the handy 
hunter class over her stablemate, 
MacTavish and Miss Frances Zucco’s 
Ibn Lare. Sonny Bravo from the Rio 
Bravo Ranch and Cornelius Butler’s 
Overcar finished off the remaining 
2nd and 3rd ribbons Mr. Butler’s 
chestnut mare, which is a real pic- 
ture horse standing still, came back 
to win the open stake over Sonny 
Bravo and Yellow Sleeves. 

The representation for jumpers 
was boosted slightly but it wasn’t 
what it could have been. The Blakis- 
tons still liked that first class blue 
and took it with no strain in the 
lady or amateur jumpers with their 
good jumper, Skyway. This big chest- 
nut horse has annexed many blues 
and has continually been the horse 
to beat since his purchase some 
months ago. In the open jumper 
stake, Don Dodge’s Ridge Runner 
pocketed the top award by being 
“Mr. Go-High’’. He edged out Sky- 
way by a nose as the latter wound up 
2nd over stablemate Dirty Face. 

With this event over, the horse 
show was over for the hunter and 
jumper habitants in the area. Noth- 
ing spectacular or even interesting 
happened here outside of the usual 
bickerings, but then it never does. 
Peoples’ feet begin to drag about 
this time of year and unless the 
show is sensational, there is very 
little atmosphere of any sort. Things 
come and go as a matter of course. 
The only thing that seems to take 
up a part of every conversation is 
how the championship ratings stand 
for the Pacific Coast. The top 4 con- 
tenders seem to be Victory, Carbon 
Copy, Daleraker and Sonny Bravo. 
It will depend on how many points 
Sonny Bravo can pick up at Fresno 
whether he will be a real threat to 
Carbon Copy or Daleraker at the 
Cow Palace. However, while Sonny 
Bravo is showing and_= stacking 
points at the two Calif. inland 
shows, his top competition, Carbon 
Copy and Daleraker are also collect- 
ing points at Portland, Ore. and 
Seattle, Wash. Not standing still is 
Victory. While there is a race for 
the 2nd, 3rd and 4th ratings, there 
is also number one spot, the cham- 
pion, to look for. 

The final flag hasn’t fallen yet 
and won’t until the last classes at 
the Cow Palace Show in San Fran- 
cisco. Many things can happen until 
then. As far as the jumpers are con- 
cerned, Howard Cass’ Oregon Duke 
shouldn’t have any trouble holding 
his lead. Coin Collector, Balbriggan 
and Skyway are all in there close 
for reserve and that’s liable to be 
where the race is.

F.E.I. Rules Feature 
Valley Forge Contest 
With No Complaints

The Valley Forge Olympic Horse 
Show held Sunday, October 10 at 
Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, was dif- 
ferent. From the outside course 
which caused many a sigh of relief 
by the riders after the last jump 
was completed successfully to the 
complicated courses in the _ ring 
which were a far-cry from the four- 
jumps twice around variety, this 
show was different. 

F. E. I. rules were used for the 
first time ir this section and, sur- 
prisingly enough, there were no com- 
plaints from the open-jumping ex- 
hibitors. As far as these rules mak- 
ing the open classes more pleasant 
for the spectators, there is no com- 
parison. One of the prettiest sights 
of the day was Reno Iron going over 
the stile, horizontal cross rails, 
double railroad gate, liverpool, and 
road block with lighted flares pburn- 
ing brightly underneath in the twi- 
light. Reno Iron, owned by Samuel 
J. Spear, is a veteran at galloping 
around a course having been trained 
at Fort Riley and it was a pleasure 
to see him galloping around a course 
again. 

Guess Who, owned and ridden by 
Miss Frankie Glover, won the Bar- 
rienspringer and the Olympic and 
came in by car lights for the cham- 
pionship. The horse went splendidly 
all day and certainly earned it. Rip- 
burnea, owned by Mrs. Harry Roedi- 
ger and ridden by Bubby Moyer and 
Reno Iron, were tied for reserve. 
Both horses were given ribbons as 
by this time, it was pitch dark and 
impossible to jump off. The light 
was failing fast in the open jumper 
stake and it was almost completely 
dark by the time the class was fin- 
ished. General and Mrs. C. B. Lyman 
were using flashlights to see their 
cards. In spite of all this, the ex- 
hibitors wanted to keep jumping. 
The management offered to refund 
the entries but the answer was, ‘‘No, 
let’s jump.”’ Reno Iron was the win- 
ner in this class. 

Practically every jump on the 
outside course was 4’-0’’. There were 
two fences that were decidedly dif- 
ferent from those usually encounter- 
ed. One was a ramp jump 4’-0” high. 
Some witty exhibitors asked if they 
were supposed to gallop up it or 
jump over it. The last jump coming 
in the ring was a narrow stile just 
5’-0”" wide. Surprisingly enough the 
horses jumped these two fences bet- 
ter than any of the others. 

B-Pex, owned by Mrs. J. E. Beh- 
ney, won the open working and the 
ladies working to capture the hunt- 
er tri-color. 

It was dusk when the hunter stake 
started and dark when the last 
horse went around. There was a 
special course for this class. The 
horses crossed the creek, galloped 
down a small hill and jumped 2 
jump placed immediately at the bot- 
tom. This proved to be a real test as 
eight horses refused to cross the 
creek. Several others had _ trouble 
with the jump. One such unlucky 
chap when asked what was over 
there replied, ‘‘There’s a big cliff 
you gallon down with a jump at the 
bottom of it.” 

Doughboy, owned and ridden by 
R. M. Tindle, won the stake and the 
green working. This grey is another 
good Timber Boy. The reserve cham- 
pion, Joe Ferguson’s Timberline, is 
another. 

The children’s classes were ex- 
tremely well filled and were very

This year the Sleepy Hollow Coun- 
try Club held a large scale horse 
show on August 28-29 at Tarrytown,

Although the insertion of 
these classes meant fewer stake en- 
tries in one single division and cer- 
tainly offered many more ribbous, 
the committee sacrificed their inter- 
ests to promote the new division. 
Miss Marie Louise Wetzel has been 
completely converted from the saddle 
seat horsemanship ranks to the 
hunter classes. She owns a well-put- 
together, young bay known as Cor- 
rigia. hich reaped just awards in 
the young division too. Miss Norah 
Hawkins’ mare, Charmante, won @ 
number of ribbons in all the events 
both days. This lovely, brown mare 
fell just short of the reserve tri- 
colors whic’: went to Corrigia. The 
champion was Miss Ann Skakel’s 
veteran campaigner, Guamada. 

Once again Safety Call served 
double duty by taking another cham- 
pionship rosette in the conformation 
ranks. This is a grey mare that will 
one day be able to look back with 
pride at what she used to be. Mean- 
while, she’s piling up a blue ribbon 
record at every show. This time 
Safety earned a 11-point margin 
over the reserve winner, February 
Thaw. Each round was as good as 
or better than, the one she gave in 
the preceding class. February Thaw 
was consistent too, but he kept a 
2nd place position behind his grey 
rival. Mrs. Joseph L. Merrill owns 
this very fine horse and she and 
Gordon Wright rode him during the 
show. 

Mrs. Merrill won a championship 
with her My Venture in the working 
division. Gordon Wright piloted the 
bay to the blue in the open, and Mrs. 
Merrill followed suit in the owner 
ridden and placed 4th in the ladies’. 

Llangollen Farms made its name 
known in the working classes too. 
Mrs. Nancy Lindsay gave the piebald 
gelding, William §S. Hart, excellent 
rides. This is an unusual horse in 
many respects aside from its uni- 
que markings. Although he is still 
in the green stage; according to 
Gordon Wright, who schools Mrs. 
E. Cooper Person’s northern conten- 
ders; it is not noticeable in his 
steady, effortless style of fencing. 
Mrs. “Liz” W. Person named him 
after a specific friend, hence the un- 
usual nomen, W. S. Hart.

French Artist Shows 
Rare Depth In Work 
On Horses In Flood 


The picture on the cover of The 
Chronicle this week is by the brush 
of a French artist who is in Chey- 
enne, Wyoming for a few months 
on a visit to this country with her 
sister. Madame A. Kingham-Lachevre 
is a resident of Paris and has been 
the recipient of the highest awards 
in the Paris Salon des Artists Fran- 
cais for her oil portraits of horses 
and horsemen. 

There is something wonderfully 
appealing in this picture with its 
loneliness, its tragic sense of im- 
pending disaster. The despair of 
the horse in the center whinnying 
for help, its head in air, the courage 
of the white horse, fear in every 
taut nerve, but ready to defy all 
that comes. There is about the 
group, the pathetic resignation of 
the horse itself, its complete depen- 
dence upon mankind, even against 
the elements. 

This is a masterful work which at 
once bespeaks the true artist, imagi- 
native, creative and original with an 
innate feeling for the horse that 
seeks to carry the burden of its woes 
as well as to spread the torch of its 
virtues. Inspired by the ever pre- 
sent battle of the elements with 
other forces of nature, Madame 
Lachevre has done an unforgettable 
picture that shows in its bravery, 
in its despair, in its reaction to im- 
pending danger an equine composit- 
ion of great feeling.
